Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Northwood: 


I have the honor to submit herewith for your con- 
sideration my first annual report as superintendent of 
your school. As my work in your schools dates from 
September last, my report must of necessity be limited 

to that time. 
The schools of the town seem for the most part to 
have been kept as well equipped in supplies as in the 
average rural community. 

Every school is furnished with the latest copy of 
the State Program of Study and each teacher is en- 
deavoring as far as possible to cover the work as laid 
down in this program. 

At the opening of the school year in September, 
it seemed to the Superintendent that there was nosyste- 
matic course in the teaching of reading to the primary 
children and accordingly the Progressive Road to Read- 
ing was introduced, a system of teaching reading to 
beginners which is now being used in many of the best 
schools and up to the present has proved very satis- 
factory with your pupils. Reading is theimportant work 
for the primary grades. The work in history, geog- 
raphy, grammar, etc., of the upper grades all depends. 
upon an ability of the child to properly read and com- 
prehend what he has read. Accordingly, it should be 
an object of the school system to lay much stress upon 
the teaching of reading to the primary children. 

At certain intervals during the year efficiency 
tests for the measurement of ability to read have been 
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given, the results noted and an effort made to improve 
any defects discovered—whether in ability of the child 
to read at a proper rate or in failure to comprehend 
-_ what he reads. ‘This test will be continued through 
the year. 

During the coming year some new textbooks 
should be introduced. There is in town no suitable up- 
to-date book to aid the teacher in the teaching of lan- 
guage and grammar. The arithmetics are also becom- 
ing rather obsolete and should be changed. It may be 
said that books are not essential and that a good teacher 
can do good work with a poor book. So can it be said 
that a good carpenter may do good work with poor 
tools but the same person can do much better and more 
efficient work with good tools. Textbooks are the 
teacher’s working tools and as such should be the best 
possible and at all times up-to-date. 

The Superintendent would .also recomend that a 
portion of the blackboard in the various schools be re- 
placed with hyloplate board. The ordinary wooden 
board covered with black paint is at best a poor con- 
trivance and is now condemned by educational author- 
ities. The hyloplate makes a much more satisfactory 
and better writing surface for the teacher and children. 

For the fall and winter term just passed the town 
has had for the most part a very good teaching corps. 
The Superintendent is inclined to believe that the town 
is in a position to pay salaries which would insure the 
engagement of only experienced teachers or normal grad- 
uates to fill any vacancies which may occur in thefuture 
and he would earnestly recommend that this be done. 
A good teacher is the most essential factor of a good 
school. We would hardly wish to employ for the physi- 
cal welfare of our children an inexperienced and un- 
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trained person who might lay claim to being a physi- 
cian, how much less should we wish to employ for the 
mental development of the child, a young, inexperi- 
enced and untrained person. School officials should 
engage as teachers the best that the salaries paid will 
allow and in the majority of cases with the present 
salaries paid in Northwood there is no need of making 
experiments which may result in success or failure. 

An unusually large percentage of the children 
bring their lunches to school. It would improve the 
work and disposition of the child if some means could 
be devised of providing each one at the noon hour with 
some dish as cocoa or a soup of some kind. Methods of 
serving warm lunches are now in use in many schools 
and might be carried out in Northwood among those 
parents who might desire it, at a possible expense of 
one or two cents per child per day. It is a thing worth 
the consideration of the parents. 

If the town sees fit to continue for another year 
under supervision, the present superintendent would 
most respectfully recommend that at a formal meeting 
of the School Board, the Superintendent should be dele- 
gated with certain powers and duties as regards teach- 
ers, purchasing of scholastic supplies, etc. This is the 
general custom in places under supervision and would 
make the work here more definite and agreeable for 
all parties concerned. It is necessary that this action 
be taken at a formal meeting of the Board when a ma- 
jority of the members are present as the law holds that 
nothing legal with respect to schools can be transacted 
except at duly authorized meetings of the Board. 

The Superintendent has been able for the two 
terms just completed to make an extended visit in every 
school room on an average of every two weeks. As a 
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result of these visits, he feels confident in saying that 
in every instance the pupils are making as good pro- 
gress as can be expected and that the methods of in- 
struction have been good.
